SCHOOL REPORT. 


DISTR NG se 


Reuben Batchelder, Prudential-Committee. Both terms were taught 
by Miss Emma J. Barnard. The summer school was very good, but 
in the winter term there was a great lack of order, some of the schol- 
ars seeming to have but little respect for themselves or teacher. The 
examination in some of the classes was very good. In others they 
were not thorough. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Jesse Barney, Prudential Committee. One term only, taught by 
Miss Jennie 8. Barney. Miss Barney has taught this school several 
terms, and always with good success. | 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Dudley Folsom, Prudential Committee. Only one-term, taught by 
Miss Nellie J. Barber. This was her first attempt at teaching, with 
very satisfactory results. This was one of the most orderly schools 
in town. Examination good. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


William, H. Sanborn, Prudential Committee. First term was taught 
by Mrs. Fannie F. Perkins. This was rather a short term, but the 
improvement was very good. Second term, Miss Lucy Eastman, 
teacher. She easily won the good will of her scholars, and seems 
well adapted to teaching. The examination was very good. 


DISTRICT .NO. 5. 
Charles T. Smith, Prudential Committee. One term, Miss Ida M. 
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Keniston, teacher. The school appeared well at the first of the term, 
but as I was not notified of its close in time to make a second visit, I 
am unable to make a full report. . 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 

Orra H. Heath, Prudential Committee. Miss Amy E. Wells, teach- | 
er. This was her first attempt at teaching. She labored faithfully 
for the good of this school, but as usual in this district, the scholars 


were very irregular in attendance. Those that were present at both 
visits had made commendable improvement. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


L. N. Cilley, Prudential Committee. First term, Miss Belle M. 
Barber, teacher. The order was not good, consequently the school, 
was not so profitable as it otherwise might have been. Second term, 
Miss Hattie M. Gove, teacher. Miss Gove seems very much at home. 
in the school room, and makes teaching a pleasure instead of a task.’ 
The order was very good, and the examination perfectly satisfactory.

REMARKS. 


In reporting our schools to the public, I have endeavored to repre- 
sent them correctly, as I believe is the duty of every Superintendent. 
Most of our schools during the past year have been very good, and 
all might have been, had the teachers made order one of the first 
rules of school and insisted upon having it obeyed. If large scholars 
will persist in breaking the rules, have them expelled at once, for if 


é 
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they are not orderly the first part of the term they certainly will not 
be the last. The Registers are all returned, but not so well filled as 
usual. The law should have been put in force, and every teacher re- 
quired to fill them properly before receiving pay for services, then a 
correct report could have been made, but now it is impossible. The 
number of visits by Prudential Committees are two, one made by L. 
N. Cilley, in district No. 7, summer term, and one by Mr. D. Folsom 
in district No. 3. The largest number of visits by citizens of any one 
district was fifteen in No. 7. Number of visits by Supt. Com. i9. 
There have been some improvements made in our schools during 
the past year, one in Spelling, by using the blank writing speller, 
which stimulates the pupil to correct efforts, and preserves the daily 
lessons of the term. Also History has been used in some of our 
schools, once a day in place of the Reading Book, thereby giving the 
pupils an opportunity of learning something of the History of the 
United States, without taking the time occupied with other studies. 
Book-keeping has also been introduced in some districts, and I hope 


_ another year it will be used throughout the town. Our teachers have 


made good use of the blackboard during the past year, with both 
large and small scholars. 

I trust another year our Committees will be careful in selecting 
teachers, and engage only those who have established a good reputa- 
tion as teachers, remembering that a poor teacher is worse than none, 
and a successful teacher is cheap at any reasonable price.
